RAILWAY RATES TRIBUNAL AT MADRAS 

(Public Notice under Rule 17 of the Railway Rates 
Tribunal Rules, 1949)

Whereas the applicant above named has made a com- 
plaint that the existing classification for cast iron pipes 
in wagon loads is unreasonable, that the non-application 
of any one of the standard telescopic wagon load scales 
for cast iron pipes subject the traffic in cast iron pipes 
to undue and unreasonable prejudice and disadvantage 
and that the continuance of the station-to-statlon rates 
for cast iron pipes to Bombay and Madras from Bhadra- 
vati is causing serious injury, to the Applicant’s trade in 
the Bombay and Madras markets since the cancellation of 
the station-to-station rates to Bombay and Madras from 
Bisco, and has prayed that WL/F standard telescopic 
wagon-load scale be applied to cast iron pipes and that 
the former station-to-station rates or such other station- 
to-station rates as may seem to constitute sufficient relief 
be introduced to Bombay and Madras ;
